revealed the curious fact that, variable and fickle as is 
our British climate, there are certain conditions of 
weather, occurring on certain fixed days of the year, 
that repeat themselves time after time with the most 
unvarying regularity. 
Best i of all are the “ Borrowing Days,” 
those three bitter days in April, generally the 12th, 
18th, and 14th, which March is supposed to borrow for 
herself, and which form the basis of that spell of co:d 
eee Spring which we know as “Blackthorn 
inter. 


Most people are familiar with the old North Coun- 
try rhyme which tells of these days, and how the 
first is “wan and weet,” the second “ snaw and sleet,” 
while on the third there shall be such a “freeze” as 
shall “gar the birds clog to the trees.” _- 

Tt was on the second of the “ Borrowing Days,” April 
13th, 1876, a Good Friday's Eve, that a snowstorm of 
such extreme violence set in over England that traffic 
was suspended, and the tolegeane wires in many direc- 
tions were broken down. midnight train from 8t.
